mound tops hot for two days; and in the same 
way they subsequently heard of the coming of 
Columbus, which was a three-day blaze all over 
the continent. 
' The outlook for civilization ‘at Cahokia at that 
“time was very rosy. The ancients had almost al- 
“together hung up the bow and arrow and manned 
the flint hoe. A sort of lampshade of rawhide 
was worn by the better element. The advantages 
of a community life—such as backdoor borrowing 
_—were becoming apparent. Out of a natural long- 
ing to worship something, they had evolved a very 
creditable collection of sun-dried gods.

S MUCH for the antecedents of our town-

site. Marquette came in 1673—a few cen- 

turies after the -buffalo appeared. He found 
the site of St. Louis gone back to the brush. The 
fire of the great Cahokia Mound was as cold as’a 
dog’s nose. It was all a wilderness—vast, beau- 
tiful, and, of course, brooding. 

For a hundred years after Marquette the site 
of St. Louis was.a favorite bit of scenery with 
Western explorers. They painted it for kings 
thinking of backing explering parties. The river 
front was a wooded terrace. It graduated from 
the river in a gentl: rolling bluff. Noble forest 
trees bathed it in gruterul shade, the stag drunk. 
his fill at eve, and the painted red man camped 
upon the landscape in blissful ignorance of poetry 
and pants. 

It was discovered semi-annually by intrepid ex- 
plorers. The favorite mode of discovery was to 
come down the river in the spring and autumn, 
exhibiting a peace pipe and guns. Every winter 


the north wind laid it white and beautiful with 
snow. Every summer the south wind breathed 
into it the warmth, luxuriance and mosquitoes 
of the tropics. 

This was the poetic period at St. Louis. Nobody 
worked. Everybody was nomadic, like the subse- 
quent flat dwellers. It didn’t matter what time it 
was. The buffalo was ripe the whole year round: 
The women did the work. The land luxuriated in 
a delightful and thorough-going heathenism. 


CHAPTER Iil. 
Laclede, the Fur Trader. 


IERRE LIGUEST LACLEDE came upon the 
r heels of that long ecclesiastical and adven- 
turous pageant which kept the Mississippi 
explored. He had none of the romantic tempera- 
ment of those who had preceded him. He did 
not dream of golden cities, nor did he glow with 
zeal to p'uck souls from the burning. He was a 
hard-headed New Orleans merchant, descended 
from a. long line of hard-headed French mer- 
chants. He always knew what lay around the 
next bend—another bend. He was just practical 


enough and ruthless enough to set the flag of 
France against this pastoral when he should find 
a part of it answering the requirements. 

When his bateau breasted the bend below Jef- 
ferson Barracks, the founder was in no bad nor 
flippant humor.

While the bateau proceeded, 
his sharp eyes searched the passing banks. Oc- 
casionally he lifted a hand, and the craft drifted 
with the current while he weighed in his orderly 
mind the good and bad points of some likely 
shore. He set against every prospective site two 
questions: 1. What would be the judgment of 
posterity upon his selection when he had such 
ample scope for the exercise of choice? 2. Was 
the site wholly suited to the future needs of a city,

Such was M. Laclede, the founder of St. Louis, 
whose principal namesake in the city he founded 
is the Gas Trust! Contrast his eliminative dis- 
crimination with the phlegmatic indifference o 
the Hollander who founded New York upon th 
first land he sighted; his fine prescience with the 
evil genius of the rogue who founded Pittsburg; 
his mild designs upon the simple savage with 
those of the hardened Pilgrims who fell upon the 
original Bostonians. bed 

Having adjusted all these matters with. due re- 
gard for king, conscience and consequent cre- 
ation, the founder landed just about where our 
end of the Free Bridge will rest. He planted the 
colcrs of France, served due notice upon the 
wondering chickadees of the proprietary pateut of 
the illustrious King Louis, and led the Founders’ 
Glee Club in the founding song, to-wit,

“There aren't any new factories com- 
ing in and a merchant has a gloomy 
prospect of fit as he watches all the 
new industries going to the other side 
of the river because of the tax on ‘coal 
that crosses the river. Some of these 
fellows who own stock in the Termiua! 
Railroad Association will accuse me of 
disloyalty to St. Louis in talking so 
plainly. 

*But the disloyalty would be in try- 
ing to coverup the fact that St. Louis 
is being ruined by this Terminal trust.” 
It is interesting to see what the Gov- 
ernment experts of Illinois think of this 
extortionate tax upon coal crossing the 
Mississippi River.into St. Louis. Last 
year the State Geological Commission of 
Illinois issued in book form a report 
upon the water resources of East Bt. 
Louis and the economic conditions which 
had built up a great manufacturing cit} 
upon the lowlands there, where suitable 
water is. difficuit to obtain and where 
tre factories are liable to inundation by 
flood each year. 

The survey upon which the report is 
based was made for the State by Isaiah 
Powman of Yale University, assisted by 
Chester A. Reeds under the direction 
of H. Foster Bain of the University of 
Illinois. 

In this respect Mr. Bowman declares 
positively and emphatically that the 
mest important industries of St. Louis 
are located on the great level plain 
forming the Bast St. Louis district, 
not because of any natural neason, but 
solely because of the arbitrary bridge 
toil upon coal exacted by the, Terminal 
Railroad Association. 


Natural Site Is Here. 

He declares that the natufal site for 
the great manufacturing plants located 
in East St. Louis is not in East St. Louis 
but in St. Louis, and he asserts that 
these factories and plants were forced 
to the east bank of the Mississippi 
solely by the bridge toll of 20 cents a ton 
an coal. He says in his report: 

“The St. Louis and Hast St. Louis ter- 
minals are managed by a monopoly or 
eombination of the thirteen or more 
leading railroads which enter the city. 
As these railroads, under the name of 
the Terminal Railroad Association of 
St. Louis own and control the Eads 
Bridge and are being asked by the 
United States Government to disprove 
ownership of the Merchants’ Bridge, and 
further, as these are the only two 
pridges across the Mississippi River at 
this point, it will be seen that these 
conditions seem to operate to restrain 
trade from crossing the river. 

“Coming still closer to the problem of 
the manufacturers, it is seen that where, 
as in one instance, 400 to 450 tons of coal 
are consumed daily by a single manu- 
facturing firm, the extra cost per day, 
were the plant lecated in St. Louis, 
would be $80 or more, or an excess of 
$25,000 per annum on coal alone. This 
tends to keep the manufacturer on the 
eastern side of the river. 

“As Spreviously pointed out, the site 
ef East St. Louis is not ideal, involv- 
ing as it does, damage from flood and 
insecure foundations. It is not there- 
fore, ordinary business growth that is 
exemplified in East St. Louis. 


Mississippi Ie a Barrier. 

“Tt is distinctly a growth dependent 
on a combination of economic and phy- 
sical conditions, operating in such a 
manner as to make tiié Mississippi a 
barrier to manufacturing © JOterests, 
holding them on the East Side, which, 
economically consjdé@re@, is the better, 
because of the bridge. toll, but which, 
physically consideges, ‘iw decidedly the 
poorer. 

Prof. Bowman declares that ag ece- 
nomic situation, af an e bridge 
toll that has built my the cite. Of East 
St. Louis, is unique in that it tran- 
scends every other condition, physical 
or political, In thfs section of the coun- 
try. 

He says further in his report: ‘“Man- 
ufacturing inte assert that it is 
this condition relative to coal trans- 
portation that has resulted in their cen- 
tralization at Bast St. uis.”’ 

A coal dealer who owns a mine in the 
East St. Louis district and sells his out- 
put in St. Louis, said: 

“Every ton of coal burned in St. Louis 
costs the user 37 cents more than it 
would cost if there was a free bridge 
across the Mississippi River. Every 
ton of coal that comes to St. Louis from

Only 
a small proportion of the _ le ~ my this 
city pay tribute to the Oil not 
nearly all pay tribute to the "Wokeams 
Trust or the Lumber Trust; but all the 
peer. every man, woman and child in 

Louis is ievied upon by this coal 
transportation trust. 

“The Terminal Railroad Association 
and its allied railroads, controlling as 
they do the price of reer ton of coal 
coming into Bt. Louis, have done more 
to keep down the growth of this city 
than all other influences or conditions 
combined. The injury this one combina- 
tion has done to St. Louis is impossible 
of calculation. It’s hand has been and 
is in the pocket of every citizen of St. 
Louis. It has driven manufacturing 
industries away from St. Louis. ‘It has 
driven working men by the thousands 
from this city and forced them to seek 
work elsewhere. It has lessened the 
business of every merchant and of ev- 
ery professional man. 

Another coal dealer said: ‘‘How the 

managers of this coal trust must have 
laughed in their sleeves at the ‘* 
brick’ they: handed the people of St. 
Louis when they announced a reduc- 
tion of 10 cents a ton in the bridge toll. 
In reality they made no reduction at 
all, but an increase of 7 cents a ton. 
The railroads hauled the coal for years 
to East St. Louis for 25 cents. Why 
ort they haul it now for the same 
rate? 
Ky 4 can, but the same railroads 
that haul coal compose the Terminal 
Ratiroad Association which controls the 
two bridges, and when they cut the 
bridge toll they raised the freight rate. 
This 17 cents a ton, added to the extor- 
tionate bridge tol] of 20 cents, makes 87 
cents a ton more for coal paid by the 
people of St. Louis than they ought to 
pay.

Salaries of “Help” at Capitol 
Largely Increased Under 
Republicans. 





By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—That the ple 
which congressmen eat every noon in 
the Capitol basement is not all they 
have under their own roof in the big 
building on the hill is evidenced by the 
bill passed by the House this week 
making appropriations for legislative, 
executive and judicial expenses during 
the fiscal year beginning in June. 

Besides providing $3,679,500 for con- 
gressmen’s salaries, the measure appro- 
priates $1,783,193.25 for the 1282 persons 
who wait on Congress. The &% cents 
goes to an assistant foreman of the 
folding room along with $1405 which he 
gets for putting folds in weighty doceu- 
ments. 

Civil Service Does Not Apply. 

None of these offices is under the 
Civil ‘Service. They are held by men 
appointed by the clerks, the head door- 
keepers, the sergeants at arms and the 
ether -chief officers in waiting on Con- 
gress. 

They are rewards for the workers of 
the party in power. 

There are nearly three employes to 
every member of the House and nato. 


Kach member, of course, has his secre 
may be clerks, 


borers. 

The Vice-President and the Speaker 
each have four office employes. The 
Clerk of the House has 71 assistants 
and the Secretary of the Senate 87. 

Senate committees struggle along 
with 64 clerks and House committees 
with Gl. The House committees also 
have 29 janitors, whose ¢hief duty Is to 
sit outside the committee rooms during 
meetings and see that somebody doesn’t 
There are 638 House commit- 


tees and 71 in the Senate. 
How Senate Is Kept tn Peace. 
That the Senate doesn’t disturb the 
peace is assured by the 146 persons who 
apeeee on the payroll of the Sergeant- 
at-Arms. These include messengers, 
pages and laborers.

250,000 MEN AFFECTED 





350,000 Idle Cars Show the 
Extent of Recent De- 
pression. 





& 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—At the request 
of the Post-Dispatch, B. IF. Yoakum, 
chairman of the board of the Frisco 
Line, gave these impressions of condi- 
tions in the Southwest as gathered by 
him in his recent tour of inspection: 

“On my recent trip through the West 
and Southwest I found conditions slow- 
ly but substantially improving. The low 
condition, however, which business has 
reached, and the large number of un- 
employed has started a great many per~ 
sons to thinking and they are taking 
a different view of the situation than 
they did when the panicky conditions 
began. 

“The fact that there are approximate. 
ly 350,000 idle cars standing on side 
tracks and a proportionate number of 
locomotives that have not been under 
steam for four months, has more sig- 
nificance than would occur to anyone 
unless he went somewhat into the situ- 
ation. 

“To put it In another way, there are 
approximately two million freight cars 
in the service of &1l] the roads in the 
United States. Therefore 350,000 Idle 
cars represent one-sixth of the entire 
equipment, with a proportionate num- 
ber of idle locomotives. 

Quarter Million Idle Men. 

“During the heavy traffic of last year 
there were approximately one and 
half million employes on the payrolls o 
all the railroads of the United States, 
and as the number of cars in service 
measures the number of employes neces- 
sary to handle them, there are approx- 
imately 250,000 idle employes in the Unit- 
ed States, or working short hours; that 
is, some shops instead of reducing the 
number of employes, cut down their 
werking time to three or four days a 
week, as the.case may be, and some 
have been altogether closed.

So are all the other city officials. 


Here's a Shocking Rebate. 
As to rebates, any passenger can get 


one. But it is obtained through sub- 
terfuge. You board a car expecting to 
be carried to the Chatfn of Rocks at the 
rate of 35 miles an hour. But you get 
a rebate of 30 miles an hour and are 
carried at a five-mile rate. It’s clearly 
a violation of the statutes, and of good 
manners as weil. 

Mr. Adkins is directed to make reply 
—all the while under the same eath— 
whether he is a party to any pool or 
agreement with any other raflroad. He 
is, but probably wouldn't openly admit 
it.

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Expert in Report Shows Tuber- 


culosis Breeding 
Dangers. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Dr. D. E. 
Salmon, former Chief of the Bureau 


of Animal Industry, has produced an 
informative report on tuberculosis of 
the food-producing animals, which the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture hag just published. 

Dr. Salmon calls attention to the fact 
that while there has been in the past 
much difference of opinion as to the 
effect of animal tuberculosis upon the 
public health, the majority of students 
of the subject are now convinced that 
bovine tuberculosis may be communi- 
cated to human beings and that, there- 
fore, greater precautions. should be 
taken to protect human beings from 
animal tuberculosis than are now gen- 
erally followed. 


The careful inspection of meat-produc- 
ing animals at the time of slaughter and 
of the cows from which milk, cream 
and butter are produced, is urged, and 
practical advice is given as to the 
methods of eradicating tuberculosis and 
of caring for cattle in such a way that 
the disease will not spread through 
herds. Dr. Salmon says: 


“The ideal conditions for health and 
for resistance to tuberculosis contagion 
are life in the open air and an abun- 
dant supply of nutritious food. The 
greater the departure made from these 
ideal conditions the more is the develop- 
ment of tuberculosis favored. 

Cattle Need Fresh Air. 

“Life in the open aftr for cattle. as 
with man, is not. always sufficient to 
prevent infection with tuberculosis or 
to cure it, but its influence is favorable 
and reduces the chances of infection 
to the smallest proportion, while at the 
same time it places the diseased anima! 
under the best conditions for recovery,”’ 
he says. 


In most stables the conditions are un- 
favorable and different from what they 
are in the open air. Most stables have 
no provision for ventilation; either there 
are drafts of air upon the animal favor- 
ing the production of colds and ca- 
tarrh, or there is an insufficient supply 
of oxygen. 

“Thig has an important bearing on 
the spread of tuberculosis tn cattle, for 
where there is no ventilation disease 
germs carried into a stable are likely 
to remain there unt!l they infect ani- 
mals. 

“Tt is just as desirable that there 
should be ample provision to let light 
into the stable, for the direct rays of the 
sun are of especial value for destroying 
the germs of consumption and for in- 
creasing the resisting power of the ani- 
mals. In addition to this the sun’s rays 
aid tn drying and disinfecting the stable. 
Dark stables are aimost  unversally 
dirty, lamp and unhealthy. 

Cleanliness First Principal. 


“A stabie must be clean to be sani- 
tary. Cleanliness is the very first prin- 
ciple of sanitation and it must be con- 
tinually kept in view. Im infected sta- 
bles the dust is certain to contain tube!- 
cle bacilli, and these are in a condition 
to be easily floated into the atmosphere 
and breathed into the animal’s lungs. 

“If there are tuberculous cows in a 
herd the feedboxes and mangers soiled 
with the saliva of the diseased animals 
are the most dangerous parts of the 
stable.”’

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THE LURE OF MOREY. | 

We know from ancient writings that the love of 
money is no new passion. It was pronounced the 
root of all evil thousands of years ago. Prophets, 
philosophers, statesmen and dreamers in all ages 
have spoken against it or have devised theoretical 
commonwealths in which it should play no part. 

Were it not thus known to a certainty that the 
lure of money has exerted a dominant influence 
upon the race from the time of the earliest rec- 
ords there might be excuse in these days for 
despair. Money and the love of money in one 
form or another have always played an important 
part in the affairs of men, vat never more so than 
at this moment in the United States. 

Business, of course, is concerned with money, 
and business now is keener than ever before. 
Politics is now almost wholly given over to mon- 
ey. To get or to withhold is the main issue and 
in some cases necessarily the only issue.. In so- 
ciety, in art, in literature, éven in matters of 
religion too often, the main thought, the prin- 
cipal standards, the great aims are money. The 
dollar mark is on everything. 

So it happens that the disclosures recently 
made at the trial of a will contest across the river 
from St. Louis are not to be accepted as sounding 
new depths of human degradation or revealing 
avarice and baseness heretofore foreign to the 
human heart. Startling as these publications 
have been, involving many presumably respectable 
women in a small town, who fell easily under the 
influence of an old satyr, such things have been 
known before. Mammon has won innumerable 
triumphs over both sexes and in its presence 
seraphs have despaired. 

The Illinois case is disheartening, however; in 
respect not only of the number and the character 
of the women involved, but in the utter abandon- 
ment which they have exhibited in their lust of 
money. It was bruited about that an old man, 
rich, generous and profligate, could be cajoled 
into making money payments to women in various 
ways, and the rivalry that resulted appears to 
have been practically without moral restraint of 
any kind. 

A wise and considerate Judge has kept most of 
these shameless letters from the public, 
enough of them have appeared to show that, with 
all the conditions favorable, a little prairie town 
in Illinois may come at least within speaking dis- 
tance of the excesses that characterized the days 
of Nero. Women young and women old vied with 
each other for the favor of the wretch who had 
money, pleaded with him for portions of his 
wealth, enticed him with promises pf new victims 
and in their loathsome rivalry did not hesitate to 
commit themselves to paper. 

This is one phase of money madness. There are 
several others closely akin to it, in that under 
their influence no means are too sordid and no 
method too criminal for adoption and pursuit. 
Men and women who value nothing above money 
are to be seen on all sides and to them is largely 
due the growing spirit of menace which confronts 
property everywhere. Money misused and money 
gained without conscience always have been con- 
fronted by sullen if not violent hostility to wealth 
and always will be. 


Yet the harpies of the prairie town in Illinois 
who freely offered virtue, good name, self-respect 
end common decency in exchange for the paltry 
remittances of a vicious old man with more mon- 
ey than anything else were probably but one step 
removed morally from many of those who would 
divide the possessions of others by force. In both 
cases the love of money was the impulse and it 
is an impulse which is absolutely\without control. 

The fearful degradation of womanhood as re- 
cently witnessed at Clinton, Ill., is so shocking 
that it cannot fail to react upon the lawless greed 
of the day—the greed that sends men like des- 
peradoes into the market place no less than the 
greed which impels a woman to bare her charms 
on the auction block. If it is at all typical of oth- 
er communities the American commonwealth is 
nearer its decline than most people have sup- 
posed, for a people given over to money madness 
will not long prevail against the tendencies of 
these times. | 

Whether typical or not, it is a warning which 
must be heeded by those who have not fallen un- 
der the blight of the mania. It is a resounding 
call for social as well as political and business re- 
form. It speaks loudly through the shame of hun- 
dreds in favor of honesty and decency. In the 
blight that has come upon many homes is writ- 
ten a warning which, if from no higher motive, 
should be heeded as pointing unerringly to sor- 
row and ruin.

PICKWICK FOR PRESIDENT? 

The fire of self-importance does not break out 
in the broad bosom of Secretary Taft. -But, as 
with the immortal Pickwick, if that fire of self 
importance ever does break out, his desire to ben- 
efit the human race in preference effectually 
quenches it.

Which prompts the question: Whom is Taft ad- 
vocating for President? Evidently he did not 
come to bury Caesar, but to praise him. 
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NO LIQUOR ON THE RAIL. 

If it be true that the Pullman company will 
soon discontinue the sale of liquors on its cars, 
there is going to be a drouth among an element 
of the people which as yet has not experienced 
much inconvenience from prohibitory enactments. 

A dining car or a cafe car without Mquor can 
be compared to nothing but a swell club with no 
sideboard. In some sections of the country men 
have been known to travel incidentally for busi-- 
ness, but mainly to enjoy the entertainment 
which the Pullman people have provided at a 
slight advance over the ruling rates. 

As matters stand now so many prohibition 
districts are traversed on a long run that the 
nervous strain on the Pullman service has be- 
come insupportable. There used to be long 
stretches of wet territory, but little by little the 
long stretches became dry and the wet streaks 
were hardly worth taking into consideration. A 
Pullman car dry most of the time might as well 
be dry all the time, for .travelers soon learn to 
protect themselves against disagreeable surprises. 

When prohibition went into effect in Iowa the 
railroad rights of way in that State were literally 
carpeted with flasks 
thrown from passing trains by bibulous travelers. 
Now that prohibition is better understood, there 
are saloons so near the tracks in some places 
that liquids can be had at the car windows. 

Just why travelers should take so kindly to 
ardent spirits is not easily to be explained, but 
of the fact there can be little doubt. A tour 
through a long train, from the second-class smok- 
ing car in front to the observation car at the rear, 
will usually reveal to both eyes and nostrils the 
presence of stimulants. 

The enterprise of the Pullman company’s com- 
missary department segregated conviviality of 
this description to some extent. Probably we may 
look for it hereafter in the upper berth, or, at the 
farthest, in the lower berth opposite. A notable 
revival of industry is reported at all of the bottle 
factories. 
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REGULATING SINNERS WITH HELL FIRE. 

To “shak’ the sinner ower hell’ is a salutary 
exercise for both preacher and sinner in auy 
kind of times, and especially in this day of nu- 
merous heresies and liberalities it is highly re- 
freshing to observe an evangelist in the local] 
field picturing future punishment in the good 
old-fashioned terms of fire and brimstone and 
burning lake. A touch of heat will do the mod- 
ern Shadrac, Meshac and Abednego good. 

While the doctrines of infinite love and infin- 
ite mercy are more attractive in general than a 
mere rain crow religion that loves to dwell on 
perdition and confines fits raucous preachment 
perennially to the direst of prophesies, it is ob- 
servable that love and mercy lack restraining 
force unless varied with the threat of punish- 
ment; while on the other hand a real Heaven 
becomes the more beautiful by contrast with a 
real Hell. 

The coriception of Hell is somehow elemental 
in the spiritual make-up of mankind. It has 
been agreed throughout the ages that the re- 
ligion which assailed man’s dark and primitive 
fears was the strongest prompter to his virtue. 
There is no appeal like that fundamental appeal 
to what the philosophers and psychologists have 
eloquently termed his fear of the unknown. It 
is a fear greater than his fear of earthly pun- 
ishment which is at the base of his earthly 
government, and without it there could hardly 
be a powerful moral or spiritual restraint. Let 
Hell warn, then, while Heaven beckons, and men 
will be none the worse for that. 

Strong preaching that goes to regulate individ- 
val conduct and spiritual government is the 
more acceptable in an hour when too many 
preachers are engaged in regulating civil gov- 
ernment, regulating the trusts and the tariff, 
and addressing themselves to financial, econom- 
ic and particularly to social issues; ag to all of 
which they are in the very nature of things 
singularly uninformed and must necessarily do 
more harm than good. 


Instead of inveighing against vices in the 
body politic, if all preachers would concentrate 
and confine themselves upon stirring up sin- 
ners and correcting individual behavior, with 
Hell-fire if need be, doubtless government and 
politics would the sooner regulate themselves. " 
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OUR NATURAL HISTORY CHAMPION. 

Quite naturally the nation is plunged inté grief 
to learn that there Is any doubt about young The- 
odore Roosevelt’s having been lightweight cham- 
pion boxer at college a generation ago. 

Not that it was necessary for a President-to-be 
thus early to indicate his future prowess. What 
prompts the land-wide mourning {s that latterly 
he seems to have laid positive claim to the title, 
writing of himself: “In college I did fairly well 
in my studies, taking honors in natural history 
and political economy, and was very fond of 
sparring, being champion lightweight at one time.” 

Facts, as Carlyle pointed out, are the most inter- 
esting of all things. Evidently imbued with this 
idea, some meticulous persons have pursued a 
quest through the athletic records and college 
magazine files covering the entire period of young 
Theodore’s studentship, for the purpose, doubt- 
less, of corroborating his title which otherwise 
would have to rest on pure assertion. Sad to re- 
late, they can find but one mention of_him in the 
reports of athletic meetings, and this does not 
furnish the sought-for corroboration. 

Sadder still to relate, the man who was head of 
the athletic association in that time comes forth 
with a flat statement that “Roosevelt never was 
lightweight champion of Harvard. He made a. 
mistake when he wrote this. He never sparred 
put once, and that was in 1879, when he was de- 
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he only boxed once at u championship meeting 
held by the association.” And othefs of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s class are reported as confirming this 
statement. 

Since most men are prone in later years to ex- 
aggerate their youthful glory, especially in the 
fighting line, Mr. Roosevelt’s inaccuracy here, if 
such we may term it, will be viewed indulgently. 
If, as Abraham Lincoln declared, biographies are 
lies, then what may we expect of autobiographies 
in which the author takes a still fonder view of 
the subject and particularly the sibject’s boy- 
hood? Moreover, the scientific cruelty of facts 
would destroy most of the interest and entertain- 
ment of universal literature. Even the cherry- 
tree incident upon which George Washington’s 
reputation for veracity is based only escapes the 
ruthless scrutiny and harsh literalness of these 
times by its remoteness. 

With such considerations we should somewhat 
console our own grief and that of posterity over 
the loss of what might have been a second immac- 
ulate record for pure and impeccable truth-telling. 
Incidentally and as an afterthought, we might find 
further consolation in a more liberal construction 
of what Mr. Roosevelt has written about his stu- 
dent capacities and academic and athletic distinc- 
tions. Claiming to be lightweight champion, he 
may have referred only to his title of lightweight 
champion of natural history. 

None will gainsay that Mr. Roosevelt is the 
champion natural historian ani natural-born his- 
torian of these and all other times. 
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“GETTING HOLD”.OF THE YOUNG. 

When those who are interested in juvenile de- 
linquents suggest that erring youth must be 
reached by public agencies before it goes wrong 
they crowd closely upon the preserves of State 
Socialism, which would have all children reared 
and trained by the State. 

Reformers who can make no progress except as 
aespotic powers are conferred upon them have 
reither the ability nor the patience to carry on 
the work in hand. Juvenile courts perform a 
useful service, but when it is proposed that the 
State “get hold” of the young before the courts 
do there ‘s danger that the most cherished human 
rights will be invaded and that more harm than 
good will be done. 

Except in the most vicious surroundings, for 
the correction of which there is law in plenty 
now, the humblest and least promising of paren- 
tal home influences are superior to anything that 
the State can provide. We have only to look 
upon the perpetual scandals in State institutions 
to find proof of the fact. 

Many a noble character has come from a 
wretched home. Where are the great and good 
who have graduated from reformatories, asylums 
and refuges? \ 

Dealing with young or old, society does its duty 
when it takes charge of the wrongdoer. Those 
who imagine that its clumsy methods can be used 
to advantage in advance of wrongdoing are wo- 
fully mistaken.

A RESERVATION FOR GYPSIES. 


We have so many problems that one is almost 
ashamed to mention another. Our reformers are al! 
working overtime, and the necessity of bringing up 
only that which is imperative is being urged all along 
the line. 

Still, 1 have thought of this, and if I should wait 
until it is convenient to speak of it, the idea would 
probably die with me. It is conceit, of course, to 
suppose that even brighter minds will not occur after 
us; but an idea in hand is worth two in posterity. 

The gypsies in the United States should have a res- 
ervation. No one knows how many of them we have 
(the Census Bureau never counts persons passing at 
the time), but they are probably many thousands. A 
shrewd guess is that we have about 10,000 horse 
traders, about 15,000 fortune tellers, and some 15,000 
gypettes, or young gyps. 

This equals the aggregate population of our three 
principal reservation tribes—the Navajo, Sioux and 
Puebio. If these 100,000 Indians ran at large, horse 
trading and fortune telling, they would occasion 
about as much happiness ag we derive from the 
wandering of our 100,00 gypsies. We would have 
Indian camps all over the country, Indian caravans 
on the highways, Indian women pestering everyone 
to have his or her fortune told, and Indian horse 
traders going about everywhere offering an Oatskin 
for a bigh-stepper. 

This would be intolerable: but \ tet the gypsies 
do it. Presumably, the Indian cannot do it, becauge 
he was born here, and the gypsy can do It because 
he wasn't born here. The Indian is a patient worm, 
but he will turn on us in this matter some day— 
perhaps at a time when reservation land is not so 
plentiful as it Is today.

Lima 
has a population of 140,000, and I 
was told that 8000 of them were Cath- 
Olic priests.

@ number of Americans in Lima, in- 
terested in mining. 
Women Take Your Fare. 

“We stopped at Talcahuano, Chile, 
the last port where the American fleet 
called before Callao. There we found 
one of Chile's distinctive institutions 
—the woman street car conductor. 

“Women are employed exclusively 
as street’ car conductors in all the 
cities of Chile, particularly Santiago 
and Vaiparaiso. 

“They wear a straw hat and a shawl 
and an apron with pockets in it. They 
drop the fare into the apron pockets. 
All the cars are two stories high, but 
the women conductors don’t mind climb- 
ing to get the fares on the second deck. 

“Tf you are reckless enough to get 
aboard a first-class car without a collar 
or necktie, the woman conductor will 
put you off. You can’t carry a bundle 

“on these ears, either. These conductors 
are about the only women you see on 
the streets of Chile wearing hats. The 
others all Wear a ‘monto’ er mapntilla, 
a long piece of drapery that covers their 
heads and hangs about them. 

“It struck. me in Chile and other 
South American countries that men 
and women had transposed their occu- 

_ pations. We: saw women on the street 
corners there selling shirts and collars 
along with bananas and corn, while iu 
the hotels men acted as walters and 
even made the beds. In some small 
places women were employed as horse 
car drivers.

PARIS, Feb. 22.~Though most of the 
hotels in Paris are still partly empty, 
principally on account of the lack of 
Americans, it seems as if the financial 
crisis has not lessened the number of 
those who have crossed the ocean. The 
trouble is that instead of coming to 
Paris they are going south, especially 
to Egypt. 

Manager Dalliba of the American Px- 
press Oo. said to the Post-Dispatch cor 


respendent: 

“The shipping business will be about 
up te the average. Big American firms, 
like Wanamaker and Marshall Field, 
have not diminished their trade. So 
far we do not feel that our trade has 
been much concerned in the scarcity of 
money. People are coming over here 


earlier this year than usual. This means 
that they are going back earlier so as 
to participate in the political cam- 
naign.”’ 

Consul-General Mason told the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent that the win- 
ter has been dull, so far as Americans 
are concerned, but he thinks things will 
zoon look up, as the gtgamship lines, 
the fnfallible thermometer for French 
trade, show very little falling off in 
bookings.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—The res- 
olution of inquiry regarding Subtreas- 
urer Akins of St. Louis which was in- 
troduced in the House of Representa- 
tives this week is to be the means of 
bringing into discussion on the floor 
of.Congress the whole question of the 
political activity of Federal office 
holders in Missouri. 

It affords an opportunity to the 
Democrats for ‘calling’ President 
Roosevelt’s frequent declaration that 
Federal appointees must keep their 
hands off politics. The condition in 
Missouri will be described in detail 


to show the contrast between the 
President's words and the facts. 
Makes Campaign Material. 

Missouri Congressmen see in this a 
fine lot of material for campaign use 
and they are taking an active inter- 
est in the Akins resolution, 

This resolution is now before the 
Committee on Ways and Means which 
has until Monday to act upon it under 
the rules. Then if !t is not reported 
it can be called up for consideration 
and the political fun will begin. 

The full story of Postmasters’ act- 
ivity in the recent convéntions which 
instructed delegates for Secretary 
Taft will be laid before the House and 
then taken back home as campaign 
material for use against the Republic- 
ans. 

Bleebaum I« Involved. 


Next to Subtreasurer Akins himself, | 
Postmaster Bloebaum of St. Charles 
will get a star part in this recital. It 
is charged against him that while 
Postmaster he spent his time conduct- 
ing a publicity bureau in St. Louis for 
the Republican State Committee. Like 
Mr. Akins he was unfortunate in that 
money was stolen from his office and 
a clerk was indicted. 

The long list of Postmasters who 
participated in the West Plains’ con- 
vention and the office holders’ act- 
ivity at Lancastcr in the First District 
will also be used as argument to 
prove that the President's appointees 
haven’t been devoting all their time to 
the Government's business. 


Scope of Inquiry Widens. 


Efforts are now being made also te 
learn the extent of the activity of 
the Postmasters In St. Joseph, Spring- 
field, Rolla, Joplin and other large 
towns on behalf of the Roosevelt can- 
didate for President. 

The men who are trying to push 
consideration of the Akins’ resolution 
insist that their only reason is to get 
all the facts of the Subtreasury 
shortage in justice both to Mr. Akins 
and the Government, but they do not 
deny that incidentally the result of 
the discussion may be helpful to the 
Missouri Democrats. They say they 
are not to blame for the conditions 
and anyway they are Democrats.

The most conspicuous incident of the 
recent Democratic State Committec 
meeting at Jefferson City was the per- 
emptory refusal of the leaders friendly 
to Gov. Folk to endorse, either private- 
ly or publicly, the gubernatorial candi- 
dacy of former Congressman W. 5S. 
Cowherd of Kansas City. 

No concealment was made of the fact 
that the Folk organization desires a new 
candidate in the field for Governor, and 
is willing to concentrate its efforts on 
Judge W. H. Evans, chairman of the 
State Committee. 

Judge Evans made it clear that he 
would not run unless Judge Fort, Col. 
Ball and Representative Whitecotton, 
all of whom are more or less friendly 
to the Folk interest, would withdraw 
from the race. But these men say 
they are not going to quit, hence the 
Folk hope has gone gli.umering for the 
time being. 

Outgeneraled by Opposition. 

Although the Folk men claimed con- 
trol] of a majority of the State 
mittee, when they came to count nosey 
on the proposition to indorse the State 
administration, as a companion move 
to the compliment paid to William J. 
Brvan, they discovered the opposition 
had outnumbered and outgeneraled 
them. . 

Gov. Folk’s supporters did not lik? 
the Bryan resolution particularly, 
neither did they show any hostility te 
it. 

Mr, Cowherd was busy among the 
committeemen and he got lots of en- 
couragement from Virgil Conkling 
and other old Democratic wheel 
horses, but the Folk men treated the 
Kansas City aspirant with coolness 
and reserve. Representative White- 
cotton remarked to a group of poli- 
ticilans that he thought Cowherd 
looked lonesome. 

There was a disposition among the 
country members to criticise Mr. Cow- 
herd because of $his reputed alliance 
in St. Louis with Harry B. Hawes, 
who is openly opposed to Gov. Folk 
for United States-Senator. 

Representative’ Whitecotton de- 
clared that Mr. Hawes’ criticism of 
Gov. Folk would make thousands of 
votes for the latter in -the country 
districts, 

“Missouri! Democrats,” said Mr. 
W hitecotton,’” know Mr. Folk’s record 
on the liquor question.” 

Campaign Begins in March, 

Gov. Folk said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he expected to begin the 
senatorial campaign with a speech to 
delivered in St. Joseph, probably 
first week in March. Several of 
the Governor’s advisers think that 
Senator Stone's record should be at- 
tacked in this speech, but. it is under- 
stood the Governor has decided to 
avoid “personalities” for the present.

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Insurance Superintendent De- 
nies Great Western Right 
to Increase Stock. 





ATTORNEY IS IGNORED 





Right to Sell Actuaries Is ‘the 
‘Cause of Difference of 
Opinion.

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CITY, Mo., Feb. 
State Insurance Superintendent Vandi- 
ver, in an order issued today, criti- 
cized Attorney General Hadley for rec- 
ommendations made to his office in an 
opinion asked by Mr. Vandiver, on legal 
questions involved in the business of the 
Great Western Life Insurance Co. of 
Kansas City. 

“As far as consistent with a proper 
sense of official responsibility,” says 
Mr. Vandiver's order, ‘‘the Superintend- 
ent of Insurance desires to conform 
to the recommendations as well as the 
opinion of the Attorney General. If this 
ruling differs in some points from the 
recommendations, it will be observed 
that the difference is mainly one of gen- 
eral policy and judgment as to what is 
a safe course to pursue.”’ 

Refuses Increase of Stock. 

Mr. Vandiver then proceeds to dis- 
regard the Attorney-General’s opin- 
ion, and refuses to permit the Great 
Western to increase its capital stock 
from $100,000 to $1,000,000. 

The Attorney-General held that the 
section of the law requiring the com- 
pany to give notice of such increase 
for 60 days by publication had been 
met by filing of waivers of such no- 
tice by all the stock-holders and that 
was the only question under which 
the increase cou'd be refused. 

Mr. Vandiver's order states he is 
“not satisfied that the condition and 
assets of the company justify the in- 
crease,” and insists that he cannot be 
compelled to give permission for the 
increase until he is so satisfied. 


Recommends Change of Control. 

The stock of the Great Western is 
owned by the Great Western Agency 
Co., a Colorado corporation. The At- 
torney-General holds that such own- 
ership of insurance company atock by 
an agency company is not authorized 
by law, and recommends that the 
company be given a reasonable time 
in which to change the stock owner- 
ship to individuals. Mr. Vandiver’s 
order gives 30 days for such a change. 

The company has sold annuity cert!- 
ficates to the amount of $278,250, the 
holder of each $150 certificate being 
guaranteed §& per cent interest the first 
year, and a proportionate share in a 
fund to be derived from 25 cents on each 
$10,000 of insurance sold or renewed 
each year for 50 vears. 

Trouble Over Annuities. 

The Insurance Superintendent has 
charged that the certificates will be too 
great a drain on the company and will, 
with its other liabilities, make the com- 
pany insolvent. 

The dssuance of these certificates was 


discontinued several months ago by or- 
der of Superintendent. Mr. Hadley holds 
in his opinion that the company has the 
right to sell annuities, but that there is 
a question whether these certificates are 
in reaKty annuities. 

He holds, however, that this makes 
little difference, as their sale has been 
discontinued, and that the fact that 
some had been sold would not justify 
action against the company.

UPHOLDS HIS POLICIES 
“Vm Pledged to Taft, but if 


Cannon Is Nominated I'll 
Work,” He Says.

PEORIA, IIL, Feb. 22.—President 
Roosevelt was pictured as a true “‘con- 
servative’ and his policies were vigor- 
ously defended in a speech by Congress- 
man Nicholas Longworth, one of the 
guests of honor at the Washington's 
Birthday banquet given by the Creve 
Coeur Club tonight. 

Mr. Longworth responded to the 
toast “1908... He began his speech 
with a compliment to Speaker Cannon. 

‘Flere on the soil of his own State,” 
said Mr. Longworth, among the peo- 
ple that rightly honor him, i would ill 
become me to advocate the claims of 
any other man in this country for the’ 
office of President of the United States; 
and if I be, as I am, pledged to the 
cause of another, it is not because I do 
not believe that your favorite, Joseph 
G. Cannon, fully measures up /to the 
stature of a president. 

“It is because the man to whom my 
allegiance is pledged, the man whom I! 
regard as supremely qualified for the 
highest place in the gift of the people, 
is a son of Ohio, a resident of my own 
congressional district and my lifelong 
friend. If circumstances should be 
such that Mr. cannon should be the 
choice of the. Republicans as their can- 
didate for Presijent there will be no 
one who will put his shouider to the 
wheel mor ardently and enthusiasticallv 
than .” 

Defends Roosevelt. 

The dawn of 1%8, Mr. Longworth said, 
was not propitious, at least from the 
standpoint of general business prosper- 
ity; it was not as propitious as that of 
1907. 

‘‘I do not believe,”” he said, “that the 
vast majority of American citizens, the 
men who do the country’s work and re- 
vere our institutions, believe or ever 
could be brought to believe that our 
present financial distress is due to any 
other conditions than those which were 
bound to occur and which periodically 
have occurred, not only in this country, 
but throughout the world in the ordi- 
nary course of human events. The pres- 
ent financial distress is not only pe- 
culiar to the United States, but it is 
worldwide. 

“The President had no more to do 
with the recent New York panic than 
he had with the last eruption of Mount 
Vesuvius. I will not! say that some of 
his utterances, some of the investiga- 
tions that he caused to be made into 
the methods of some of the so-called 
high financiers, may not have hastened 
by a hittle the time at which some of 
the ‘financial structures erected upon 
foundations of rottenness and dishonesty 
were bound to topple; but I do say that 
if he had sat supinely and allowed dis- 
honesty to proceed without raising his 
hand, the cfash would have been long 
delayed; and when it came it would 
have been followed by a hurricane com- 
pared to which the present condition 
is as a zephyr. 

The Two Causes, 

“There are two causes, and two 
causes alone, which have contributed 
to the conditions which at present con- 
front us. The first is a condition of 
world-wide extetence, where the credit 
of the nations has been stretched to the 
breaking point; the second a condition 
peculiar to this country which the Presi- 
dent helped to bring to light, but for the 
existence of which he Was no more re- 
sponsible than he was for the Indian 
plague—a condition which disclosed to 
the amazed and angry eyes of the Amer- 
ican people that some of the great cor- 
porations that existed by theim suffer- 
ance and supposedly for their benefit 
were being managed upon a system of 
brigandage, which to use the expression 
of a constituent of mine, ‘Would make 
Jesse James look like a piker.’ 

“Some of the calumniators of the 
President have said that he has at- 
tacked all American corporations and all 
American business men. When and 
where has he ever done so? I challenge 
any one to point out in any speech that 
he has ever made, in any message that 
he has ever sent to Congress, a single 
word or a single sentence which can be 
by any possibility construed as an at- 
tack upon individual, however 
wealthy, or corporation, however 
great, provided only that the wealth 
was acquired honestly and that the cor- 
poration was managed decently. 

Sanity and Conservatism. 

“They say he is not sane and con- 

servative. If sanity, according to their 


definition. consists in upholding brigan- 
poem then I hope that fs not sane” If 
conservatism consists in allowing dis- 
honesty to run rampant in the man- 
agement of certain great croporations, 
then I am glad that, according to that 
definition, he is not conservative, 

“The President’s course has required, 
not true conservatism and = foresight 
alone, but resolute courage, for it has 
meant an attack upon the Interests of 
some of the most powerful men tn the 
country, and it would have nN easier 
for a man jess truly conservative than 
he to have failed to have turned on 
the ieht: or, having done 80, to have 
vielded to the storm which the turning 
on of the light aroused. It was the 
same kind of courage that it took to 
make possible the building of the Pan- 
ama Canal; it was the same kind of 
courage that it took to interfere in a 
b war between two of the great 
nations of the world and te insure a

Everybody at court that the 
nervous condit continues 
the gravest fears, not 
for her physical but for her mental 
health. Hier Majesty, whose cheerful 
disposition as well as her exquisite fig- 
ure Were celebrated all over Europe, 
is worn to the shadow of what she was 
as Princess Alix of Hesse. She has no 
appetite, she is a prey to melancholia, 
she absolutely refuses to seek the 
change of scene whieh her physicians 
order as imperatively necessary. 

Blamed Self for National Ills. 

Very recently the Czarina developed 
the ilusion that Russia's misfortunes, 
the defeat by the Japanese, the inter- 
nal turmoil, are caused by her own 
change of religion from Wutheranism 
to the faith of the Orthodox Greek 
Chureh. It is notorious that she was 
converted reluctantly, that she might 
marry the Czar, and has always re- 
gretted it. Now she is convinced that 
the church into which she was born is 
punishing Russia for her desertion of It. 

The Czar, who dearly loves his’ wife, 
tried to induce a _ prominent. German 
Lutheran divine to come here and as- 
sure. the Czarina that the Lutheran 
Chureh teaches gentleness, forgiveness, 
not malice and vengefulness, and so 
bears no resentment toward her. 

But the German Lutheran authorities 
would not countenance such a plan, even 
to save the Czarina’s mind or her life. 

Most opportunely, the Bishop of Lon- 
don, whose plety and simplicity so 
strongly impressed the Americans, ar- 
rived here to vis't the Anglican clergy- 
man stationed in Russia. The Czar 
seized on the Bishop's presence and 
urged him to use soothing influence on 
the Czarina and to try to cahn her re- 
ligious perturbation. 

Bishop Hopes for Best. 

The Czarina, who has refused to see 
members of her own family, received 
Dr. Winnington-Ingram. 

Plainly the good Bishop was much 
shocked by the Czarina’s condition, but 
he said he hoped he had d'sabused her 
mind of some phantasms about religion 
and had induced her to yield to the 
Czar’s supplications and go to the south 
of. Europe or to the Isle of Wight. 

The Czar suffers the extremest anxiety 
for her. but so weak and vacillating is 
he that he cannot exert any real au- 
thority over his wife. 

The Bishop of London has gone to 
Moscow to see the Czarina’s sister, the 
widow of Grand Duke Sergius, and a 
forceful woman, who, in her turn, will 
urge the Czarina to go abroad and prob- 
ably will accompany her.

Suspect Put Under Grueling 
Test for Eight 
Hours.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 22.—For 
eight hours today, Mrs. Sarah Morasch, 
or Miller, by which name she is prop- 
erly known, underwent a-grueling ex- 


amination by the police of Kansas City.

Dies in Ten Minutes. 

All except Ruth spat the candy out, 
declaring: it tasted bitter. Ruth ate all 
of hers. Ten minutes later the other 
children- heard her scream, and Ella 
rushed to her sige to find her in convul- 
sions. In 10 minutes she was dead. - 

The other children were very sick, 
but a doctor saved their lives. The 
box of candy was. taken possession of 
by the doctor.

The business situation is ae at 
Baltimore. Trade at New Orleans con- 
tinues fair. but is not up to the average 
for the season. Foundry buyers from 
the Southwest are in the St. Louls mar- 
ket and orders increase, although prices 
are unsettled and collections only fair. 
Numerous buyers are in the Kansas 
City market and the demand indicates 
an excellent spring and summer trade 
throughout the ..est. Much snow and 
rain have improved the demand for 
footwear and rubber goods, and also 
helped the wheat crop. 

Stormy weather has interrupted bust- 
ness at Chicago, although seasonable 
goods sell more freely at retail. Tie 
percentage of active machinery is in- 
creasing, but there is still little dispos!- 
tion to incur heavy financtal obligations, 
and mercantile collections are not yet 
entirely satisfactory, although less trou- 
blesome than last month. Trade is still 
dul! at Cincinnati. Conditions at Cleve- 
land show signs of improving. Whole- 
sale trade is good in all lines at Min- 
neapolis. The lumber business improves 
and demand for all bullding supplies 
increases. Country merchants visit tne 
St. Paul market in large numbers and 
spring lines are seasonably active. Mon- 
etary conditions are more normal at 
San Francisco, although rates of ex- 
change on New York continue high. 
Banks renew old loans at an advance

years old and only out of the public schools a 
few months. Her father, William P. McKinney, 
is one of the heirs of the Sublette estate, which 
has been in litigation for so many years. 

Miss McKinney was very pretty as a little child 
and her ‘still childish face and figure have many 
promises of developing unusual beauty when she 
is matured. Since the John Marshall School 
closed last spring she has been employed at a 
downtown department store, but expects later 
on to complete her musical education. 

She is 5 feet and 5 inches tall and weighs 
1380 pounds. Her hair is a golden brown and 
her eyes gray. All her tastes are artistic and she 
had studied the Evelyn Nesbit Thaw; poses. thor- 
oughly before being photographed herself. 

The camera used was a photo postal instru- 
ment. The pictures were taken by Frederick 
Wolfe, with an assistant. The entire task con- 
sumed only a few minutes more than an hour. 

The Bvelyn ‘haw pictures, on the other hand, 


‘were taken by one of the most elaborately 


equipped studios in New York. The suggestions 


for the poses came from ‘tanford White, for 
whom the pictures were being made, and the 
work of the photography consumed, according 
to the testimony of Evelyn Thaw at the trial 
of her husband, several hours. 

The picture in which the model’s chin rests 
upon the mounted head of the polar bear rug is 
the most famous pose of Evelyn Thaw. It was 
named “The Beauty and the. Beast.” The picture 
in which the model is stretched upon the rug 
with her eyes closed as though in light slum- 
ber was named “Little Butterfly.” The one in 
which she is sitting on the rug, with a faint smile 
on her lips, is called “Ready for Mischief.” They 
were named by Stanford Whit-. 

The originals of these photographs have been 
reproduced on postal cards and gold all over the 
world. There is hardly a postal card shop in 
the United States that ‘does not have sets of them 
on display. They are, without doubt, the most 
famous series of photographs ever. taken, . 

The requisites for these poses are a red ki- 
mono with a large light figure, and a white polar 
bear rug. The rug used in the photographs of 
Miss McKinney was loanéd by Russell Gardner, 
It is a very large and handsome fur .and the 
head is larger than the one used in the Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw pictures. 

Miss McKinney is an ardent admirer of Evelyn 
Thaw’s beauty and of the pictures taken on the 
bearskin rug. She-is very modest herself and 
said: “It almost seems foolish for me to try to 
look like that, but I will do the best I can tc 
show what a St. Louis girl can do toward imi- 
tating the prettiest photographs in existence.” 

Miss McKinney hopes that some day, after she 
has finished her musical studies, she can go on 
the stage, but her family are not inclined to 
think of her stage aspirations seriously. 

“She’s just a child yet,” they say, “and all girls 
have stage yearning at her age. She’ll get over 
that, we think.’’

But enough has cropped out to 
make the English and Irish people 
aware of the fact that there have 
been dotnge in the headquarters of 
British vice-regal government in Ire- 
land—Dublin Castle—that would have 
put to shame the abandoned wretches 
who made the Roman aristocracy in- 
f~mous. 


_**People Are Aroused.’’ 


A determined effort has been made 
to hush up the matter and to keep it 
from the people. But the people are 
thoroughly aroused and demand that 
liyht be shed upon affairs at the 
cxustle. Sir Alfred Vicars, Ulster king- 
at arms, who had the custody of the 
stolen crown jewels, insists on a 
public investigation and has em- 
ployed the celebrated “Tim” Healey,

advocate at the Irish bar. 

An appeal also has been made to 
the King, and Edward may himself 
orcer a thorough public inquiry into 
the condition of affairs at Dublin 
Castle, including not only the theft 
of the royal jewels, bnt also the 
numeless orgies of which the castle 
wes the scene.

How far the disclosures of the fu- 
ture will reach and what splendid 
names will be besmirched can only 
be conjectured. The people of En- 
giand believe that fear of what would 
he uncovered is deterring certain 
officials from pressing any vigorous 
investigation of the theft of the 
crown jewels.

‘Clew to Scandalous Doings.’ 


When Sir Alfred Vicars h.uid of 
this he looked grim. It was then 
that he made his demand for a pub- 
lic investigation of the theft. He said 
the articles found in the Birmingham 
Tower closet, though their presence 
rae been unknown to him, gave a 
clew to scandalous doings which he 
bad suspected for a long time were 
ecing on in the Castle. He insisted 
that the men who made these de- 
beuches possible, and not himself, 
were responsible, indirec:ly at least, 
fo the theft which had occurred. 

“It is supposed,” said one of the 
Irish newspapers at the time, “that 
some men of rank and position who 
took part in the orgies known to have 
been held in Birmingham Tower, had 
with them companions of the lowest 
order, criminals and villains of the 
worst type. One of these, doubtless. 
learned the place where the crown 
jewels were kept and made away with 
them, unknown to his titled asso- 
aics.” 

That is the theory on which the 
police have been working. It has 
been reported in England that ‘h 
giand cross of the Order of St. Pui 
rick is now at a Paris pawnshop, at 
Mont de Piete. The statement is also 
made that it will be impossible to re- 
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deem this splendid pledge without the 
ticket, however, and the ticket can- 
not be obtained until the thief is 
caught. The French police, however, 
for the sake of international courtesy, 
may force the return of the pawned 
order. 

In official circles much greater 
stress has been laid on thé theft of 
the jewels than on the frightful con- 
duct of the “Round Table” of the 
Cestle. In the popular mind, how- 
ever, the latter overshadows the 
former. The recovery of the jewels 
and the detection of the thief are 
trivial matters, the mass of the peo- 
ple say, compared to the exposure and 
punishment of the leaders of the Cas- 
tic orgies. 


‘*Most Iniquitous Practices.’’ 


In Parliament the Government wil) 
be pressed for an inquiry commission 
to sift the whole matter. but many 
fear that the influence of the Castle 
debauchees will be sufficiently strong 
te prevent anything of the kind. If 
th jewels are not recovered and the 
thief not captured by that time there 
vill be a plausible excuse to hand for 
not entering into a public investiga- 
tion. 

Those interested in suppressing and 
stifling the scandal @in assert that, 
were publicity to be given to the mat- 
ter, the ends of justice might be de- 
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end the jewels be lost for all time, 
whereas, if the investigation be se- 
ciet and private there will be some 
hupe of apprehending the culprit. 

It is the seeming power of the be- 
sotted gang at the Castle which has 
most aroused the popular wrath. That 
the Irish crown jewels should be 
stolen is not a matter to excite the 
whole nation, even though a public 
off.cial should have made this pos- 
sible by negligence. The fact that 
certain men, even men of high rank

But the fact that these wretches

OU would much prefer, and 
si.all blame to you, to think 
that your first progenitor on 

earth was not some slimy creature of 
the reptile order, but a sweet-scented 
flower—a violet, let us say, for pref- 
erence. If so, you may take heart 
oO grace, for that good friend of man 
the scientist has collated many facts 
the object of which is to demonstrate 
that on his first appearance in active 
procreative life upon the earth man 
Was nothing more nor less than a 
plant. 

Scientists have for long taught that 
a close analogy existed between vege- 
table life and animal life, but it is 
only within quite recent days that the 
theory has been accepted that plants 
Were really the remote progenitors of 
animal life. 


Among the first to propound this 
somewhat startling theory was a ta- 
mous Frenchman who last year paid 
a lengthy visit to America, namely, 
M Camille Saint-Saens, the musical 
composer, who is also a scientilic re- 
searcher of considerable note. He is 
followed in his conclusions’ by 
Messrs. Bohn, Dromart and Haeckel, 
and weight is added to them by the 
fuct that biologists in England and 
America are pursuing investigations 
along the lines Saint-Seans has laid 
down, and which are, moreover, log- 
ical extensions of the all-embracing 
law of evolution. Between the pro- 
creative germs, both subjective and 
objective (or male and female), of the 
mammal and the plant, the musician- 
vhilosopher has discovered that there 
erists more than a simple analogy. 
When both the male and the female 
germs unite in order to form their 
offspring, he has found that they de- 
yop in both animal and plant by the 


simple process of multiplying cellu- 
lar tissue, or, as we should say, by 
tre simple process of “growing up.” 
In the embryo of the plant, for ex- 
ample, just as in that of the animal, 
ti:ere is an almost identical shape in 
the early stages, even to the navel- 
string, which connects the growing 
offspring with its female or objective 
porent. 

In this early stage the embryo re- 
sembles a bean more than anything 
e'se. Through it, from north to south, 
runs an axis which is really the cen- 
ter-point of life One end of this axis 
—the southern extremity—assumes a 
pointed shape; the northern end as- 
sumes a rounded or poll-shape aspect. 
From each side of the axis little out- 
growths, or appendices, begin grad- 
uclly to ma're their appearance. These 
outgrowths invariably tate the direc- 
tion of the extremity to which they 
uve nearest. In animals, for instance, 
two of the outgrowths take the di- 





rection of the poll; two others take 
the direction of the point-shaped 
extremity. The same phenomenon 
occurs in the case of the bean-shaped 
embryo of plants. 

Now in the animal embryo a bone 
forms the first outgrowth; it is fol- 
lowed soon afterwaids by a second 
outgrowth, which contains two bones; 
in its turn this second outgrowth 
ugain subdivides itself in such a way 
as to produce the five fingers of the 
hend and the five toes of the foot. 
Just feel your hands and feet and 
trace the outgrowths back to their 
scurce and you will see that this is 
so M. Saint-Saens holds, and his dis- 
ciples concur with him, that this par- 
ticular subdivision of the limbs shows 
nu especial advantage which can be 
referred to for the explanation of its 
existence. The logical conclusion is, 
therefore, that the articulation, or 
minute subdivision of these limbs, 
was formed not of necessity, but as 





the resuit of some general law of ram- 
ification, or branching off, which 
reaches its fullest organic develop- 
ment only in the plant world. 

If the conclusion just reached would 
appear to have been somewhat too 
eagerly jumped at, only consider a 
few more salient- analogies in point. 
Tbe northern part of the axis -we 


have spoken of is called the head, ex- 
pressing itself in plants as the flow- 
er and in animals as the brain. You 
will observe that in both cases this 
place is occupied by the organ which 
is most effective in preserving the 
species. In flowering the plant dis- 
pisys its greatest vitality and vigor. 
Among animals, once the development 
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of the nervous system has brought 
intelligence and conscious will, the 
brain decides in the matter of the 
survival or preservation of the spe- 
cies, the organs of fecundity taking 
really a secondary place: 

The southern extremity of the axis 
gives M. Saint-Saens no less inter- 
esting scope for speculation. Most 
animals possess a tail, either in the 
full or the incipient stage of growth. 
Yet few of them use to such an ex- 
tent as the scorpion or the horse. 
What, then, was its intended use? 
That it was not meant merely for or- 
nament is shown by the fact that 
in certain animals it is proved to be 
ut extension of the vertebrae col- 
mn or spine. Even man has what 
scientists call a cauda incipiens, or 
the beginnings of a tail. This tail is 
nothing else than the equivalent of 
the tap-root in plants, but it has 
become useless, and for the’ simple 
reason that its possessor has for 
countless ages adopted other methods 
ot struggling for existence. 

Just remember, if you feel disposed

COMMUNITY of nuns known as 
A the Sisters of Notre Dame de 

Sion, driven from France by) 
the laws against religious orders, has 
settled at Marshall, Mo., and there re- 
opened the school which in Paris 
was attended by the daughters of 
aristocratic and wealthy families. 
Their school at Marshall was known 
as the “St. Savior’s Academy.” 

The story of these exiles is full of 
pathos. It ts a far cry from a little 
Missouri town to the brilliant Paris. 
Ir is @ melancholy change for these 
u':fortionate women to give up 
friends, home, country, traditions and 
settle in an alien land where the 
language and customs all are strange. 

Not very long ago the Sisters of 
Notre Dame de Sion were famous 
throughout France as teachers of 
girls. Young women from the most 
refined and cultivated homes in that 
country, Protestant as well as Cath- 


olic, were sent to St. Saviors Acad- 
emy, because the graduates of that in- 
s‘itution were net only educated in 
buok lore, but were given a polish fit- 
ting them to shine in the most cu.- 
tured circles. 

Former pupils of this school are 
ecattered all over France—sweet. 
earnest. womenly women, who hay» 
nover ceased to love their “mothers, ' 
us they affectionately call the guus.
